ARMY CHANGES PROPOSED 


There seems to be no doubt that Secretary Lamont 
will recommend, in his forthcoming annual report, the 
repeal of the first section of the act of June 16, 1890, re- 
lating to retained pay. The Secretary is now engaged 
upon his report, and has devoted particular attention, it 
is understood, to this question, with a view to bringing 
it to the attention of Congress. All the Secretary’s 
advisers are in favor of such a plan, and the reports 
of numerous officers of the service made on this sub- 
ject unanimously urge the repeal of the law. In all 
thereportsofthe heads of the departments in the Army 
which have anything to do with the enlisted men, 
recommendations are made in regard to this matter. 
Adjutant-General Ruggles states, in his report to the 
Secretary of War, that “the good of the Army, in his 
opinion, demands the immediate repeal of a law which 
works bad results oftener than good ones. He declares 
that in its practical operation the law has failed to 
work the beneficial results anticipated, and closes a 
very good argument by stating that the retention of 
pay leads to dissatisfaction and discouragement, and 
that it is conducive to desertion. The Paymaster-Gen- 
eral is equally emphatic. He states that the system of 
withholding a portion of the soldier’s pay until he is 
discharged leads, oftentimes, to complicated compu- 
tutions. “Corporations,” his report continues, “employ 
men at a fixed rate per month, and all civil employees 


of the government are retained on a like basis. The 
same rule should hold in the Army. Any system 


which makes the soldier a dependent detracts from his 
manhood and efficiency. Let him be paid a fixed sum 
per month, without detention of any part of it, and 
give him enough to make his place in the Army de- 
sirable. The position of the soldier should be made so 
honorable and respectable that it would be sought for 
by the best class of men. It is recommended that the 
system, which is cumbersome, complicated, and en- 
tirely unnecessary and obsolete as to usefulness, be 
nbolished.” It is said that the arguments which Secre- 
tary Lamont is preparing are equally strong, and urge 
the enactment of some legislation which. if it will 
not repeal the present law, will, at least, make it in- 
operative 

Another matter which Secretary Lamont is under- 
stood to have under consideration, with a view to giv- 
ing attention to it in his annual report, is the recom- 
mendation of the Commissary General in relation to 
sales on credit to enlisted men. The acting Paymaster 
General and the Commissary General have given care- 
ful consideration to this matter, and it is their belief 
that Secretary Lamont could not do better than urge 
legislation bearing upon this subject. The Counnis- 
sary General desires the repeal of sections 1,209 and 
1,300 of the Revised Statutes, and urges that section 
1.144 be amended to read as follows: “Section 1,144. 
The officers of the Subsistence Department shall pro- 
cure and keep for sale to officers and enlisted men, at 
cost price, for cash, such articles of subsistence stores 
aus may, from time to time, be designated by the Sec- 
retary of War: Provided, That sales of such stores on 
credit may be made to officers and enlisted men who 
have not been regularly paid, or who are in the field, 
where it is impracticable to procure funds, the amounts 
due therefor to be charged on the pay accounts of 
officers and on the muster and pay rolls of enlisted 
men next after the date of purchase, and deducted 
from the payments made upon such pay accounts or 
muster and pay rolls by the Pay Department.” 

It is claimed by the Subsistence Depirtment that 
losses are entailed*to the government by this system 
by reason of desertions, and from lack of final settle- 
ment in the auditor's office of pay accounts of de- 
ceased soldiers. The system is believed to be not only 
expensive, but cumbersome and the Commissary Gen- 
eral and the acting Paymaster General agree in opiion 
on this subject. 


Colonel Evan Miles, Inspector General of the De- 
partment of California, expresses the belief ‘hat it 
would be to the interest of the government if a reliable 
retired private or non-commissioned officer were as- 
signed to the different colleges as armorer, to take 
care of the military property. The excellent condition 
of arms and accoutrements in a few morths under the 
eare of a reliable ex-soldier, would, says Colonel Miles, 
stimulate the cadets to learn how to properly care for 
them, and the necessity for so doing. This indicates 
but one of the many ways in which ex-soldiers could 
be employed after the termination of long and hon- 
orable service, which is no more than their due. A 
“situation” bureau in the A. G. O., with a proper 
ofticer in charge, might soon result in the gevernment 
being able to provide suitable occupation for regular 
army veterans when they can nea longer serve as 
active soldiers in the ranks but have many years of 
good work in them in other capacities. 


It is understood that the reports of Rear-Admiral 
Walker on Hawaii, made while he was in command of 


the Pacific Station, with headquarters at Honolulu, 
contain strong annexation sentiments. These reports 
ure now on file at the Navy Department, and doubt is 
entertained that they will ever be made public, for the 
reason that ho makes statements showing England's 
friendliness, through her consul, Mr. Woodhouse, to- 
ward the royalists, and her attempts to support se- 
cretly their cause. 


Maj.-Gen. Nelson A. Miles is expected to arrive 
at Governor’s Island from Chicago on Monday next, 
Nov. 19, to assime command of the Department of the 
East. General Ruger may not arrive in Chicago from 
San Francisco in time to seé General Miles. 


Some interesting experiments were recently made 
from a balloon in an attempt to discover the whereabouts 
of the ill-fated Russian warship Rusalka. Count Nicolas 
Orloff. in the “France Adrienne,” says that the balloon 
was towed from place to place by the transport Sa- 
moyede, which was specially fitted up to facili- 
tate ascents. The rate at which the balloon .could be 
towed varied from 2% knots, with a favorable wind, 
to 64 knots. Two observers, relieved every three hours, 
were constantly in the car. Count Orloff says that 
with the balloon at a height of 400 metres it is not possi- 
ble to see the bottom of the sea at great depths in conse- 
quence of the impediments to vision offered by the color 
of the water and the bottom. That with a favorable 
light, rock and sand are clearly defined at a depth from 6 
to 7 metres (19% to 23 feet). The view from the car 
extended to about 461% miles. Colonel Orloff concludes 
“that captive balloons could be of great utility as ob- 
servatories to a fleet, and in reconnoitring the entrance 
of unknown harbors, in hydrographical researches, and 
also in reconnoitring the enemy’s ships and ports, more 
especially as by their means the exact position of forts, 
batteries and the various coast defences could readily be 
ascertained.” 


The Navy Department wrestled for four days with a 
knotty legal problem, and finally gave it up in disgust. 
It was as to whether a “corled lady” could marry an en- 
listed white man. The question arose in consequence of 
a letter received from a Brooklyn colored Venus on the 
Tth irst. “I would like to find out whether a white man 
can marry a corled lady that is ia general service. T have 
a sweetheart that is engaged to marry me 4 months ago, 
and to-day he asked for liberty for forty-eight hours to 
marry me and they woudent give it. They say if he 
marry 2 corled lady he would lose his Position and be 
turned out the navy service. I dont want him to lose his 
Position, but 1 want to know wheather he can or not. 
So please let me know. Obleidge me. Hoping to hear 
The reply of Mr. McAdoo, who was acting Sec- 
retary of the Navy, was extremely dignified, as befits all 
official decisions. It was addressetl to the Department's 
correspondent in the most polite form, and after an- 
nouncing the receipt of her letter, begged to inform her 
that the matter is not within the cognizance of the De- 
partment. The Secretary evidently found the subject too 
dark for him.

Mr. Gillies, the contractor for the Brooklyn dry dock, 
is again in jeopardy. He was called upon on Friday last 
to give an explanation of the delay attendant upon the 
construction of the dock. He was at the Department 
with his attorney, and had a long conference with the 
Secretary and Commodore Matthews, Chief of the Bureau 
of Yards and Docks. The Secretary, it is understood, 
was not satisfied with ail the information present. and 
directed that an officer be detailed to report thoroughly 
on the progress of the work. Accordingly Civil Engineer 
M. T. Endicott was ordered to Brooklyn, and he has 
been all week engaged upon this duty. The matter will 
come up again upon the Secretary's return from Alabama 
next week. According to a statement prepared for Com- 
modore Matthews, and which was presented to the Seec- 
retary, not quite one-third of the work on Mr. Gillies’ 
contract has been completed, and two-thirds of the time 
has elapsed. As this is the third time within nine months 
that Mr. Gillies has been called upon to explain delay 
in the construction of the dock, it is believed by Depart- 
ment officials that the Secretary will revoke his contract. 


The New York *Times” 
decided that all estimates and requisitions shall 
before him, even when the chiefs of bureaus do not ap- 
prove of the recommendations of «a subordinate officer.

who were in a position to pass upon the matter in for- 
warding it to the War Department, disapproved the 
recommendations, and finally General Schofield added 
his disapproval. The subject, under the system which 
has obtained to this time, was supposed to be dropped. 
The pest commander, however, did not propose that his 
opinion should be shelved in this matter, and some 
how the question reached the acting Secretary. The 
result is that all estimates and requisitions will be sent 
to the Secretary with the remarks, favorable or unfavor- 
able, which may be made by the authorities ‘through 
whom the papers are transmitted.” 


A regulation order is now being printed hy the Navy 
Department, and will soon be published, in rekttion to 
the purchase of discharges by the enlisted men of the 
Marine Corps. A change in the old order of things was 
made necessary by the recent law increasing the pay of 
first sergeants and sergeants. According to the order 
soon to be issued, first sergeants, musicians of the first 
‘lass and non-commissioned staff will have to pay during 


the thirteenth month of their enlistment $115; by a ser- 
geant and second-class musician, $110; by corporals and 
third-class musicians, $105, and by privates and held 
musicians, $100. After the thirteenth month and up to 
the close of the second year, $1.50 per month in addition 
to the rate will have to be paid. The decrease in the sum 
to be paid after that time will be $3 a month for the 
third and $4 a month for the fourth year. 


Major-General Miles, in disapproving the sentence in 
the case of Sergt. William Wraight, Co. A, 13th Inf., 
tried at Fort Reno for sundry offenses while Exchange 
Steward, says: “Prejudice and prejudgment are mani- 
fest in this case such as rarely appear in the records of 
courts martial. These charges should. never have been 
preferred. In the opinion of the reviewing authority, the 
accused was entitled to an honorable acquittal upon every 
specification.”

THE NEW FIGHTDPRS OF THE EAST. 
_Rear-Admiral George E. Be!knap (retired) writes to the New 
York “Sun” a letter, dated Brookline, Nov. 17, 1894, in which 
he contrasts the naval, military and statesman-like ability of 
Png:and_and Japan, greatly to the advantage of the Oriental 
state. He says: 

The annals of Japan for the past thousand years show as 
much personal valor, strategic ability and heroje incident as 
cin be found in the history of Great Britain or of any other 
European power during that period. Her statesmen and mili 
tary and naval men even of to-day are proud descendants of 
men who were trained to all martial pursuits and in the stern 
school of constant war, ages before the battle of Hastings 
was fought. There is not one incident of personal 
prowess or of individual valor in the annals of England that 
may not be matched by a similar deed of courage and hero- 
ism in the annats of Japan. The great sea fight of Dem-no- 
Ura was as significant as and more hotly contested than the 
battle of Trafalgar; the carnage on the field of Se'kighara 
was trebly in excess of that of Waterloo on the English side. 

In hand-to-hand fighting the British race has never sur 
passed the men of Japan. . . . No British force has ever 
met on the field of battie an Oriental race at all the equal of 
the Japanese in martial character and intrepid spirit. Ne 
Clive’s career would have been possible on Japanese soil. His 
forces would have been driven into the sea by the fierce 
hordes of feudal Japan and their dauntless following. i 

Her army is to-day the equal of the British army in or 
ganization ard equipment: superior to it in bomogeneity 
mobility and discipline. Her navy, patterned after British 
and American lines, is in a state of efficiency, d‘scipline 
and esprit du corps that any nation might envy. No for 
eigner has place in either arm of the national defence, and if 
Japan ecrtinues to maintain her traditional poliey of “Ja 
pan for the Japanese,”’ to the utter exclusion of all aliens 
from every part of her naticnal life, she will excel all other 
naticns in prudence and wisdom. 

She knows full well what has befallen India, Burmah and 
Egypt, from admitting a few British traders and capitalists 
within their boundaries, and the doom that is impending 
over Siam through the machinations of both England and 
France. She has seen, this long while, the British squeeze 
upon the throat of China and the brutal means used to ac 
complish it, and she does not mean that such fate shall 
overtake her if stout ‘hearts and strong arms can prevent it 


Not six months have elapsed since Japan declared war 
against China, and she already has that great country at her 
feet suing for peace. Her conduct of military and naval! 
operations seems to have been without fault. Ping Yang 
and Yalu will go down the ages among the most moment 
ous of land and sea fights of modern times. 

Contrast the instant mobilization of her army, its com 
plete commissariat and thorough preparation in every -letail 
for foreign service, with the scandalous story of English un- 
readiness, criminal commissariat, and fatal blunderings in 
every direction at the outbreak of the Crimean war and dur- 
ing the first year of its waging. Cad 

From the moment the present war ends and Japan retires 
within her borders as one of the conquering nations of the 
century she will feel that she has cast off her swaddling 
clothes of modern civilization and of quasi submission to 
the treaty powers in matters of tariff concern and extra 
territorial rights, and she will demand release from the 
galling bonds of the existing thraldom in no uncertain or 
mincing tones. For years she has been supplementing her 
ereation of an effective army and navy by the construction of 
strong forts and heavy batteries at all the important ports 
and the narrow channels leading to them. Armed with 
Krupp and other rifled guns of heavier calibre they wait 
with composure the attack of any hostile fleet. No British 
Minister will hereafter attempt to enact the meddling and 
menacing part of a Parkes at Tokio, nor will any British 
fleet bombard with impunity a second Tengoshima. And 
hearing in mind the undoubted fact that England has never 
waged war on the humane lines that have characterized 
Japan in this war with her great unwieldly enemy, has Japan 
not the right to feel that in all justice and sovereignty she 
is entitled to demand the fullest powers of autonomy as re- 
gards all her affairs whether foreign or domestic? 

I have seen in recent years the officers and crews of Eng 
lish and Japanese ships of war under various circumstances. 
I have seen an English Admiral handle a force of 10 ships 
in Japanese waters and a Japanese Admiral manoeuvre a 
fleet of 22 ships. and I do not hesitate to express the opin 
ion that were English and Japanese fleets of about equi! 
strength to meet in battle the chances would be as favorable 
to the Japanese as to the English. The Japanese will fight: 
let there be no mistake about that. The sun does not shine 
on a more determined or more intrepid race than that of 
Japan. Tle martial spirit of Japan antedates that of 
Britain; and hereafter, whether on land or sea, the arch 
robber of the universe will find all she cares to meet if she 
comes into hostile contact with the forces of Dai Nippon. 
The growing strength of the British Navy is a menace to 
the rest of the werld; it is intended to be, and as such it 
ought to be ernshed. The sun flag of Japan may ye 
bumble the proud flag of Britain. Such may be the distine- 
tion reserved to that neweomer among the nations. 
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SOCIETY OF NAVAL ARCHITECTURE. 

The second annual meeting of the Society of Naval 
Architects and Marine Engineers began on Thursday 
morning, Nov. 15, and was concluded on Friday even- 
ing With a banquet at the Hotel Brunswick. A very 
interesting series of papers were read and discussed 
The paper by Admiral Meade, which was read first, 
contains some suggestions of professional experienc: 
which awakened considerable discussion. Considering 
the present military needs of the country, the Admiral 
urged that this was a perfect defence of the coast. 
He argued that at least 20 battle-ships, 100 torpedo 
boats, and a suitable number of rams should be pro- 
vided before we added a single cruiser to those new 
built, or under way. Until then light-draught mer- 
chant steamers, armed with rapid-fire guns, would 
provide against such episodes as that of the Bluefields 
iffair. He pointed out the absurdity of sending to 
iluetields vessels that had to lie 12 miles off the coast, 


and showed that half a dozen tugs, armed with rapid- 
fire*guns, would have ended difficulties there long 
ago, if we had had the power to purchase them. The 
(2 vessels for our new navy, now built and building. 
were declared to be distinctively superior to those of 
similar classes built in England. The least satisfac- 
tory are those of the Columbia, Detroit, and Cincinnati 
classes. The third screw is an expensive experiment, 
which we will not be in a hurry to repeat. For com- 
meree-destroyers we can depend on the merchant 
marine vessels, which can be mounted with guns and 
furnished with ammunition in a few days. They will 
do better service than the soi-disant very fast man-of- 
war, which can be readily outsailed by such vessels 
as the Majestic, Teutonic, Lucania, and Campania. 
Such vessels, with their 22 knots, day in and day out, 
are the “commerce-destroyers” of the future. What we 
need is a well-defined policy of naval administration. 
instead of the haphazard adoption of designs depend- 
ent on the whim of individuals.and the caprice of 
Congress. Admiral Meade described, under seven 
heads, the composition of the ideal navy for us, and 
showed how far our present navy fulfilled these con- 
ditions. 

Concluding his instructive paper, Admiral Meade dis- 
cussed what he described as “a broader question than 
all else,” that is, the rebuilding and rehabilitating of 
the American merchant marine. We should seek to 
increase our commerce and influence all over the globe 
by aets of peace, making our ships the harbingers of 
hope to every land less favored than our own, but 
protecting with inflexible determination our citizens 
engaged in peaceful vocations abroad. Engineer-in- 
Chief Melville, in his paper on the triple-screw cruisers 
Columbia and Minneapolis, took issue with Admiral 
Meade on the efficiency of the triple screw. He cited 
the following in proof of his position: the French ex- 
periments on the Carpe, the trials of the Tripoli, and 
our own triple-screw cruisers. He pointed out the 
twenty-three knots of the Columbia and Minneapolis, 
as compared wiht the twenty-one of the New York and 
Olympia. 

For peace we have overspeeded many of our ships, 
hut in time of war “there is a great field for just such 
ships as our triple-screw cruisers—the fastest vessels 
now afloat.” 

Chief Constructor Hichborn discussed the experi- 
ence gained with our new steel ships as regards care 
und preservation. He described the constant wear and 
tear on ships of war, and said that many persons were 
of the opinion that ships could go a long time without 
care. This idea, he said, was entirely fallacions, and 
he was strongly in favor of the constant care and 
frequent docking for ships of war. He deprecated 
the use of divers for removing marine growth except 
in case of a war necessity, as they took off much of 
the protective paint, and exposed the bare metal to 
corrosive action. Wood and copper sheathing should 
be used, and the practice of other navies in this re- 
spect was described. An allusion to our imperative 
need of docking facilities concluded the paper. 

Captain Sampson, Chief of Bureau of Ordnance, 
presented a valuable paper describing the present 
status of face-hardened armor, and papers on subjects 
heretofore announced in the Journal were read.

Before Lieutenant-Com- 
mander Berry can be promoted the case of Lieut.- 
Comdr. Frederick W. Crocker, who is one number above 
him. will have to be disposed of. Lieutenant-Com- 
mander Crocker was recently examined for _ promotion. 
and. while he was successful in passing his physical and 
professional examination, it is understood that the board 
recommended against his promotion. At the request, it 
is eaid, of Lieutenant-Commander Crocker, his case was 
not sent to the President, but was retained in the Judge 
Advocate General’s office until he prepared a brief to 
accompany it to the White House. Up jo the —— 
time the brief has not been filed. It is expected that the 
examination of Lieutenant-Commander Berry will operate 
to hasten action in Lieutenant-Commander Crocker’s 
case. A vacaney in the grade of commander now exists 
by reason of Rear Admiral Gherardi’s retirement, and 
will be filled by the promotion of either Lieutenant-Com- 
mander Crocker, should his explanation prove satisfac- 
tory, or Lieutenant-Commander Berry in default of this.

THE MANDERSON BILL. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

Of all the bills proposed for the reorganization of the 
Infantry, the one ‘known as the Manderson Bill is, 
without doubt, the best. But this involves an increase 
in the personnel of the Army, and consequently some 
additional expense. Notwithstanding the fact that the 
amount of money which would be required to effect the 
organization contemplated by the Manderson bill would 
be small compared to the benefit which would result 
tv the service and the Government from its enactment, 
members of Congress seem to be loath to vote for the 
necessary appropriation. Therefore, should the con- 
clusion be arrived at that it is impossible to secure the 
passage of the Manderson bill, and in consideration of 
the fact that the War Department has reduced our regi- 
uments to eight companies, the next best thing to do 
would be to take the organization as it at present 
stands and make a regiment consist of two battalions of 
four companies each and to provide for one additional 
major to each regiment. This would give us a modern 
and an efficient organization for the small force of 
which our Army is now composed. This much is ex- 
tremely desirable and it is possible that in the near 
future Congress might wake up to the necessity of add- 
ing another battalion to each regiment. It would be a 
yreat mistake to reduce the number of organizations. 

The proposition to increase the Artillery by two regi- 
ments is wise and should by all means be adopted. Ar- 
vument in its favor is unnecessary. It might be consid- 
cred self-evident, but in accomplishing this we must not 
lose sight of the fact that the country is equally de- 
pendent upon a properly organized infantry arm. 

There is litthe doubt that this legislation would have 
been secured long since had it not been for the endeavor 
on the part of those having a personal axe to grind to 
incorporate in the bill something which would advance 
individual interests. This has continually defeated fa- 
vorable action. Some means should be resorted to by 
which these people could be suppressed. 

If the individual who entered the service, Accepting 
the conditions which prevailed at the time, is now desir- 
ous Of jumping over the heads of his seniors to a po- 
sition to which he is not entitled, he might have a bill 
introduced for this purpose, allowing it to stand upon 
its own merits, instead of placing himself in the position 
of a stumbling block in the way of proper and legiti- 
inate legislation. 

What is desired is an organization which the ad- 
vancement of military science has demonstrated to be 
the best up to the present time, and which all other 
civilized nations have deemed it expedient to adopt, and 
everything pointing towards legislation for individual 
or personal benefit per se should be excluded.

MODERN NAVAL WARFARE. 

The first installment of an interesting article entitled 
“Some Remarks on Modern Naval Tactics,” by “A Cap- 
tain of a Battleship,” appears in London “Engineering” 
of Oct. 12. The writer begins by saying that strategy 
has been defined as the art of bringing a preponderating 
force to the right place at the right time, or, as the Con- 
federate General Forrest said, “Getting the mostest men 
there the fustest.”” Tactics is described as the art of using 
that force to the best advantage. The writer says the laws 
of strategy are more stable and less liable to change and 
tluctuation than those of tactics, as the latter are more de- 
pendent on the character, range, and destructive power 
the weapons of the day. Continuing, itis shown that 
the change from the battle-axe to firearms was no greater 
than that from the old sailing frigate to the modern 
man-of-war. The. former, being more gradual, tacticians 
could feel their way. ‘The naval revolution, on the other 
hand, has taken place so suddenly, and no naval war 
intervening to fill the gap, that there have been no object 
leseons in purely naval tactics since the arrival of the steel 
inan-of-war, 

The writer is inclined to believe that the radical change 
in the method of propulsion is a far more important factor 
n the case than any change of weapons or of defensive ar- 
mor. The direction of the wind, formerly of great mo- 
ment, is now immaterial as far as the power to take any 
position is concerned, but the smoke arising from a battle 
may make a windward position desirable. It is probable 
hat manoeuvring will take place before an engagement 
on account of the sun, especially in the morning or even- 
nz, when a bright, low sun in the eyes of the enemy will 
be of great advantage. 

“The ship, or squadron, possessing a superiority of speed 
vill have the power of bringing on an action immediately, 
he power of avoiding one altogether, the power of postpon- 
ng an action, the power of selecting the distance, the 
power of choosing a position with regard to the sun and 
wind, and the power to dog and watch an enemy without 
fighting at any time it may seem desirable for strategic 
‘easons.”” 

Taking a hypothetical case of a fleet of high freeboard 
ships meeting a fleet of low freeboard ships of greater 
speed, in rough weather in the open, the writer says that, 
ilthough the low freeboards may not be able to steam the 
faster against a rough sea, yet their speed will not be much 
mpaired while steaming on the other cardinal compass 
points. If the high squadron sighted the low squadron 
lead to windward, the latter might escape with the wind 
iheam. But if it came to actual fighting in rough 
weather, the ships of low freeboard would have the ad- 
vantages, presenting little or no target. 

The writer also thinks there will be little or no use for 
iuxiliaries in the future. He speaks of the prevalent idea 
that fleets of battleships will be accompanied into action 
hy torpedo boats or specially designed rams to harass 
the ships of the enemy, and to give the final coup de grace 
to those which are disabled. But he doubts whether a 
small vessel has any better chance of survival now than 
f old, when battles were fought without auxiliaries. see- 
ing that all small vessels can be destroyed with a single 
shot. 

Cantain Mahan, it will be remembered, in speaking of 
auxiliaries, esavs that the small torpedo boats, even of 
high speed, will not be able to accompany a fleet in rough 
weather, so it ia most likely their usefulness will be con- 
fined to particular occasions. 

The main issue of naval supremacy will, as of old, 


be decided by the battleships of the respective naval 
powers—in short, that the nation which has the greatest 
number of well-designed, well-equipped, well-engined, and 
well-manned battleships is likely to gain and maintain 
supremacy on the high seas in spite of torpedo boats, sub- 
miurine boats, Zalinski dynamite gun vessels, specially 
built economic rams, or any other cheap substitute for 
the bona-fide battleship, and, moreover, the gun will be 
the paramount weapon, the ram and the torpedo coming a 
long way after it. 





ELECTRO-MAGNET DEFENSE. 

t is gratifying to note from Major-General Howard’s 

recent antual report that “already our coast defences are 
in fairly good condition, and that in conjunction with our 
ever increasing naval armament there would be little fear 
from outside aggression.” A writer in the New York 
“Times” proposes to still further strengthen our coast 
defences by surrounding our forts with electro-magnets. 
He says: “A row of them of sufficient power would 
draw the smaller arms out of the hands of the infantry 
while the advancing column was still some distance from 
the place of attack, leaving the soldiers at the mercy of 
the garrison of the fort.” 
_.This is certainly a happy conceit. We presume the 
idea includes the insulation of our own troops and their 
guns, otherwise they might themselves be electro-mag- 
netized. Col. W. R. King, of the Engineer Corps, and his 
big magnet at_Willets Point are responsible for these 
speculations, But the picture of the Colonel accompany- 
ing the article in the “Times” is the most ample revenge 
even his worst enemy could desire, for the Colonel, in his 
owh proper person, is a most presentable gentleman, As 
to the magnet, composed of two 15-in. guns, and which 
we have before described, we are told these stories: 

A number of pieces of railroad tron were placed near the 
muzzles of the guns, and the current of electricity turned on. 
Immediately the rails flew to the magnet, and were held 
as fast as if they had been welded tv its immense core. 
Colonel King then had one end of a large chain fastened 
around the pieces of iron to ascertain the amount of power 
necessary to pull them away from the magnet. The other 
end of the chain was attached to a capstan, that was held 
firmly in place by long stakes driven into the ground. When 
everything was in readiness for the test the capstan bars 
were manned by eight stalwart engineers, and they endeav- 
ored to pull the railroad iron away from the magnetized 
guns. After straining for some time, the stakes holding the 
capstan in place gave way and it toppled over. The railroad 
iron had not even moved on the face of the magnet. The 
dynamometer, which had been attached to indicate the 
amount of strain the magnet would stand, showed that it 
had resisted 22,500 pounds. It was found impossible to dis- 
turb the pieces of railroad iron until the electricity had been 
shut off. . 

Some time ago Colonel King caused to be made the one- 
gun magnet. Thirteen miles of half-inch insulated telegraph 
cable was used in making the coil on the gun. Tests with 
this magnet showed that it possessed almost as much power 
as the first one, where two guns were used for the core, 
A number of exhibitions of the working of this electro-mag- 
net were given before members of the American Society for 
the Advancement of Science. One of the exhibitions at- 
tracted a great deal of attention, as it vest illustrated the 
power the magnet possessed. 

The test consisted of four cannon balls being suspended 
from the muzzle of the gun. The balls weighed, on an aver- 
age, 430 pounds each. The first one was placed under the 
muzzle of the gun, and, notwithstandiug the smallness of 
the point of contact, made so by the shape of the suspended 
object, the ball was held very firmly. A second cannon 
ball was placed under the first one; then a third was put 
under the second, and when the fourth ball was held up by 
the magnetic attraction exclamations of surprise came from 
the spectators. The smallness of the central point of bearing 
of each cannon ball, and the rigid manner in which the four 
iron spheres were held up, was considered to be the best ex- 
hibition of the magnet’s power. ; 

During a recent series of experiments an iron tray heaped 
up with old horseshoes, big iron spikes, nuts, bolts and other 
articles made of iron, was given to a soldier, and he was 
directed to hold the tray in front of hun and walk toward 
the magnet. When the soldier arrived at a point about 15 
ft. from the gun, the contents of the tray departed with a 
rush and lodged on and about the muzzle of the big gun 
The soldier had all he could do to keep the tray from follow: 
ing the scrap iron. : 
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Thanks to a “fluke,” the football team from the bees 
vania State College was able to score agzinst the Navy team 
in Saturday’s game, Noy.

Suter caught the 
ball, but was downed by McCormack. Cadets soon got the 
ball on a fumble. Both McCormack and Kimball made good 
runs, one for 30 yards, the other for 10 yards. Navy was un- 
able to carry the ball further, and State took it on downs. 
Thanks to some slick playing and good interference, State 
carried the ball along in good style. Finally, Navy called for 
time, as Mustin was hurt. Everybody thought that time had 
been called, but Suter picked up the ball, and unmolested 
trotted down the field for a touchdown. The Navy team 
urged that time had been called, but this was not admitted 
by the referee, and the touchdown was allowed. Atherton 
kicked the goal. During the rest of this half, both teams 
played earnestly. Navy was angry at the mistake that had 
xiven State a touchdown and played savagely, but wildly. 
Much fumbling was done by both sides, and no more scoring 
done in this half. The second half began well for the Navy. 
Bagley making a fine punt. Suter took the ball, but was 
downed after a short gain. Next time the cadets got the ball, 
tagley punted. Atherton fumbled the ball on’ State’s 10- 
yard vine, but it rolled over the goal line. Atherton fell on 
the ball scoring a touchback for the Navy. The ball re- 
mained near the center of the field for a considerable time, 
neither team playing a particularly effective game. The vis- 
itors lost more by foul tackling than ther best plays netted 
them. Williams was hurt. Izard changed from right tackle 
to left half back, Merritt taking right tackle. Izard took 
the ball, and bursting through the State line, was half wa 
to the visitors goal before they recovered. Dodging the full 
back, Izard made a touchdown, having carried the ball 50 


yards, Bagiey missed the goal, which was a difficult one, the 
wind being against him.

General Court Martial Cases. 


In the case of a private recently tried at the Leavenworth 
prison for sleeping at post and found guiity, “and in view of 
the circumstances of the case the court does not consider 
punishment necessary,”’ the review authority, Major-General 
Schofield, says: The finding of the court is inconsistent with 
its action in failing to award a sentence. A court may, if 
the evidence before it warrant such action, find the facts as 
alleged, but under such circumstances as to imply no criminal 
intent, and may therefore acquit the accused of the charge. 
But the accused being found guilty of the charge, it becomes 
the duty of the court to agree upon and award a sentence ap- 
propriate to the offence, leaving to the reviewing authority- 
upon a proper representation of the facts through a recom- 
mendation to clemency or otherwise—to take such action as 
may seem to him demanded in the interests of justice, In 
this case the action of the court is understood to have been 
based upon a belief in the absence of criminality on the part 
of the accused. But when, under a charge of this nature, 
the prosecution has established the facts as alleged, it is in- 
cumbent on the accused to show that the sickness or other 
condition which he may plead in extenuation orignated in no 
fau't of his own. This the accused in the foregoing case en 
tirely failed to do. The finding of the court is therefore ap 
proved; its action in failing to award a sentence is disapproved 
(G. O, 58, A. G. O., Nov. 9).

USURY IN THE ARMY. 

Private John Kazda, Co. A, 3d Inf., was recently tried at 
Fort Snelting, the principal specification alleging that he, hav- 
ing become. the creditor of a comrade in the sum of $i8, did, 
in satisfaction of said debt, charge and take at various times 
between the end of May, 18M, and the 4th day of October, 
1804, moneys to the aggregate amount of * being com- 
pound interest at the rate of about 16 per cent. per month, 
ind this without any agreement having been made, except 
that a fair rate of interest would be paid by the borrower. 
Kazda was acquitted. The reviewing authority, Gen. Wesley 
Merritt, says: “Both witnesses for the prosecutiom support 
the facts as alleged in the first specification which are denied 
in part only by the accused, who claims that the amount boer- 
rowed was $20, instead of $18, and the amount of interest 
paid was $8 for the period of three months. Assuming that 
his own statement of the facts is correct, he has charged his 
victim 160 per cent. per annum. Under these circumstances 
the findings are disapproved.” 








CLVILIANS FOR POST EXCHANGES.—The Commanding 
General, Dept. Platte, in a recent circular reiterates instruc- 
tions from A. G. O. limiting employment of enlisted men in 
post exchanges and directs post commanders to take prompt 
measures to replace enlisted attendants with civilian. em- 
ployees, and enlisted men will not hereafter be detailed for 
such work except by authority from Dept. Hag 3%. upon a 
full presentation of the necessity therefor in each case, and 
a showing that the business of the exchange will not admit of 
the employment of civilians.

Kk. L. M.—Your enlistment in the Navy, after discharge 
from the Army, under G, O, 80, A. G. O., 1890, is not barred 
by any law, but your service .n the Arny would not artect 
your pay in the Navy. As you have plenty of time, better 
write in season to the Navy Department, Washington, D. ©, 
and state your case and request full particulars, : 

DISPUTE asks: “Can a man after serving one year in the 
line and transferred November, 1808, to the Hospital Corps 
be discharged in three years and three months, or must he 
serve five years? Answer.—As he originally enlisted for five 
years he is entitled, subject to the prescribed conditions, to 
(lischarge after three years and three months’ service, 1 

©. B. H.—Enlisted men, who have been discharged under 
G. O. 80, of "00, A. G. O.,-and who enlist again within three 
mouths after date of discharge, are entitled to $15 per month 
($1 retained) for next nine months after re-enlistment, and to 
$16 per month ($1 retained) during the following twelve 
mouths, after which they are entitled to $2 per month for five 
years’ continuous service. 

ANXIOUS ONE asks: A man having served 12 continuous 
years, takes his discharge on the Veteran act, remains out for 
two months, and then enlists, what pay in that tase does he 
draw? Before taking discharge was drawing $19 a month. 
Answer.—Enlisted men discharged as “Veterans” and enlist- 
ing again within three months from date of discharge are en- 
titled to the same pay they drew before discharge. 

A. L. R.—In the regular Army, rank between officers of the 
same grade and date of appointment or commission is deter- 
mined by length of service as a commissioned officer. Periods 
of service being equal, precedence is then determined, Ist, by 
rank in service when appointed; 2d, by lot. See par. 10, Arm 
Regs. In the case you present C would be the senior colonel, 
his service as captain having been longer than B's, 

Cc. H, asks: Can an enlisted man, who has been tried and 
convicted of desertion, and restored to duty, and who has 
the required attainments, be promoted to second Heutenant? 
Answer.—Honorable service is a pre-requisite. See the act 
approved July 30, 1892 (G. O, 79, A. G. O., Nov. 26, 1892). 
Lut the desertion in previous years does not make you legally 
ineligible, and with your subsequent honorable record you 
might stand a chance. Consult your commanding officer and 
be governed by his advice. *“Fac-similes”’ of examination 
papers of enlisted men examined for promotion are not ob- 
tainable,

The Kansas “City Times” asks why is it that a sergeant 
detailed on extra duty as overseer in the Quartermaster De- 
partment receives $25 a month and the quartermaster ser- 
veant, under whom he works and from whom he receives bis 
orders, is paid but $23, or why the clerk who assists him is 
paid & a month, or while a “mule whacker"’ receives the 
pay of a sergeaht-major, or why a clerk in the Quartermaster 
Department or Subsistence Department requires extra pay 
any more than one in the Adjutant’s Office? Answer.—Because 
those who have the regulation of these matters have willed it 
so, There is no other reason, so far as we are aware. 











X. Y. Z—Can you tell the penetration of the new Army 
rifle in wood and earth, also range; aiso same information 
about eg rifle? Answer.—-Compiete statements and 
tables of the penetration of the Springfield rifle bullet at va- 
rious ranges will be found on pages 272 and 329 of the 
“Firing Regulations for Small Arms.”’ As to the penetration 
of the new magazine rifle bullet, experiments have so far 
been limited and it is only partially determined. At 300 or 
400 yards the penetration in earth ils about 25 Inches; into soft 
pine, 30 inches. Into oak, at 3 feet, the penetration of the 
Springfie!d bultet is 3.3 inches; the 30-caliber bullet, from 5 to 
19% inches, depending — the nature of the bullet jacket, the 
longer distance being for the jacket compounded of nickel, 
copper and steel, which will probably be adopted for our ser- 
viee. The extreme range of the Springfield bullet was about 
2,500 yards. The magazine rifle has probably a range in ex- 
cess of that. 

S. H. asks are not volunteer officers entitied to the benefits 
of the retired list under section 6, act approved July 22, 1861, 
which reads: “And be it further enacted, That any volunceer, 
who may be received into the service of the United States, 
under this act, and who may be wounded or otherwise dis- 
abled in the service, shall be entitled to the benefits which 
have been, or may be conferred on persons disabled In the 
reguiar service, and the widow, if there be one, and if not, 
the lecal heirs of such as die, or may be killed in the service, 
in addition to all arrears of pay and allowances shall receive 
the sum of $1007" Answer.--The law contemplates granting 
the same pensions to those who have served In the volunteer 
service as to those who have served in the regular service, 
and pensions are so allowed and paid to disabled soldiers and 
to their widows and children. The retired list is provided for 
a class who have adopted a life profession, and give to the 
country all their service to the exc!usion of all chances for 
other provision for the accumulation of a support for their 
old age, while the term of service of the volunteer is lim- 
ited. and does not withdraw him from touch with civil life 
and its business opportunities. It is assumed, too, that his 
service is rendered through patriotic devotion to his country.

Inspector-General R. P. Hughes, in his excellent an- 
nual report, from which we have recently quoted, advo- 
cates a substantial increase of the enlisted strength of 
the Army, and on this point says: “The evidences are 
unmistakable that each class of workmen, or industry, 
is proposing to pursue that course which promises the 
greatest good to its own members, regardless of the 
interests of others. This selfish policy must ulti- 
mately result in contentions and serious conflicts. It 
is only a question of time when the Army will have 
to preserve order and keep the peace between these 
contending parties, or interests, and as we now stand, 
the available force is insufficient for such a task, in ad- 
dition to the duties already imposed upon it. It has 
been stated by men of sound judgment and familiar 
with public affairs, that one soldier for each thousand 
of population could not possibly endanger the jealously- 
guarded liberties of the people. The increase to the 
Army would bring the total strength up to just about 
one soldier to every two thousand of population, a per- 
centage so infinitesimal that even the most timid could 
not fear for the liberties of the people, while he might 
feel more confident of protection from license.” Dis- 
cussing the three-battalion organization, Colonel Hughes

says: considerations, 
ments can be made, and has been made, one of the 
simplest and most satisfactory systems for expanding 
au standing army into a very greatly increased effec- 
tive force for war. When republican France was 
struggling for her very existence, she set twenty-four 
of her ablest legislators to work to solve the problem 
how best to expand her forces to meet the precarious 
situation in which she found herself. ‘The solution 
reported was to organize demi-brigades, having one 
line battalion and two new ones in each. This solu- 
tion of the difficult problem was justified by the effec- 
tiveness of the organization as shown in the great vie- 
tories won during the twelve years it continued in 
existence. The development of a three-battalion regi- 
ment of the line into three regiments by making each 
iegular battalion the ‘base-battalion’ of a new regi- 
ment would be not only an exceedingly simple process, 
but would insure a discipline and bearing in such 
regiments that cannot be obtained in any other way.” 


Civilians will hereafter be substituted for enlisted 
men as attendants at Army post exchanges. This de. 
cision has just been reached by the War Department. 
The change was suggested by General Schofield in 
1800, and has since met with general favor. The 
main reason for it is that enlisted men have not proved 
successful as managers at a majority of the exchanges. 
General Brooke, commanding the Department of the 
Platte, has informed the War Department that he has 
adopted the new system at all the canteens in his De- 
partment, and is confident that it will be of great bene- 
fit to the persons directly interested. His example 
will probably be followed by other Department com- 
manders. 


Sir Geoffrey Hornby, writing in the “United Service 
Magazine,” has also something to say in favor of iron- 
clads, and is of the opinion that it would be wrong to 
accept the result of the battle of the Yalu as discred- 
iting them. One of the lessons he draws from the 
battle is that the explosion of large shells from heavy 
guns is more immediate and effective than the action 
of rapid-fire guns. This is a point open to dispute. 
In this he is, curiously enough, at variance with Sec- 
retary Herbert, who is arguing to the same end. 
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THE LAUNCHING OF THE ST. LOUIS. 

Monday, the 12th of November, 1894, will be re- 
membered as the birthday of the steel shipbuilding 
industry in the United States. American progression, 
although it has justly become world-renowned, yet has 
suffered American commerce to be carried on in Eng- 
lish ships and the English flag to fly from vessels 
owned in the United States. It certainly seems 
strange that now, at this late date, we are just awak- 
ening to the possibilities of a merchant marine. 

Charles H. Cramp & Sons have launched a ship, 
the largest and most powerful ever built on the West- 
orn Continent, and, with two exceptions, in the world. 
She is cnlled the St. Leuis. The President and Mrs. 
Cleveland were present at the launching, Mrs. Cleve- 
land herself breaking the bottle over the bows, which 
christened the ship. Secretary of the Navy Herbert 
was also present. Others of the Presidential party 
were Mrs. Lamont and Mrs. Gresham, Ambassador 
and Mrs. Bayard, Secretary and Mrs. Carlisle, Attor- 
ney-General Olney, Admiral Walker and Miss Walker, 
Commander and Mrs. Jewell, Commander and Mrs, 
Chadwick, Engineer-in-Chief Melville and Lieutenant 
and Mrs. Reamey. 

After the launching a banquet was served in the 
mould loft, which was decorated for the occasion, 
Mr. Charles H. Cramp made an address of welcome to 
the President. He said, among other things: “The 
St. Louis is built on American plans, by American 
mechanics, of American material.” He called atten- 
tion to the fact that when the President first took 
his oath of office, nine and a half years ago, no 
facilities for building a ship even remotely approach- 
ing her size and power existed in the United States; 
that for the first three ships built by him for the 
Navy—the Baltimore, Yorktown ‘and Vesuvius 
the shafts had to be imported, because they could 


not be forged in this country. “Nine years from that 
tine an American forge at Bethlehem makes the 


shaft for the colossal ship launched to-day without 
vriously taxing its power.” 

resident Cleveland, in responding said: *‘*While 
we may well be proud because we have launched 
the largest and most beautiful steamship ever 
milt in the Western hemisphere, and, with two 
exceptions, the largest and most powerful in the 
world, we must not forget that our greatest cause of 
congratulation is found in the hope and promise these 
incidents furnish of the revival and development of 
American commerce and the renewed appearance of 
the American flag in foreign parts.” The President 
ursed that there should be no more delay in the 
work of reinstating American commerce, not only by 
luspiration, but by legislation. “Make our flag « more 
funiliar sight in the ocean carrying trade, and thus re- 
ind our citizens that a large share of the carrying 
ride of the world is due them, and we need have no 
fear that our shipbuilders, under laws giving them a 
fair chance, will suffer from foreign competition.” 


A MODERN NAVAL ENGAGEMENT. 

A “Captain of a Battleship” concludes in the Lon- 
lon “Engineering” of Noy. 2 the articles in which he 
las sought to show that the conditions of a modern 
lival engagement are not wholly different from those 
‘the old, and that the underlying principles still 
loli good. The writer says that it would be most ad- 
‘intageous for a runaway ship to retreat to wind- 
Ward, and hence the weather gauge may be sought 
for onee more. Taking an example, he imagines two 
hostile cruisers meeting in a fresh breeze. Cruiser A, 
'o windward, advances, exchanges fire, and steams 
‘0 windward. Cruiser B pursues. He now considers 
‘wo points: first, the probability of each hitting the 
ther; and, secondly, the respective consequences if 
tach is hit. Taking the probability, the pursued 
‘tuiser has a much better chance of hitting the 
chaser than of being hit. Her gun platform is steadier, 


since there is more motion in the bows of a ship 
steaming to windward than in the stern. Also that 
the blinding spray which envelops the bow on such 
occasions could not fail to interfere seriously with 
the accuracy of aiming and firing of the bow guns. As 
for the smoke, both from the gun and funnels of the 
chased ship, she need not go dead to windward; with 
the wind a point or so on the bow the smoke would 
clear the gun. 

Since modern cruisers are all fitted with protective 
decks, there does not appear to be so much chance 
of the motive and steering gears being disabled as 
there is of grave danger to the thin steel sides in the 
region of the water line above the protective deck 
-—an injury which certainly renders a ship liable to 
capsize, and which can be inflicted by quick-firing guns. 
The water line varies with changes in the weather. 
And, further, it is evident that the chaser will present 
nu much larger target of wet and dry surface on her 
bows than the pursued ship will upon her quarters. 
In each case a shot striking the round of the bows and 
quarters will not be turned by the thin steel, and will, 
therefore, plow an elongated furrow in the side, gen- 
erally ragged, which will be extremely difficult to plug. 
But the hole in the bows of the pursuer will scoop up 
the water as the ship pitches, and the water will be 
driven into it with such force that it will be difficult 
to plug it without stopping the ship. But a ship 
stopped, or even reduced to a low speed in the enemy's 
presence would be in an extremely awkward position. 
On the other hand, a hole in the wet and dry area 
of the quarter will be of much less consequence, for 
the faster the ship goes the less water will enter into it. 

Next comes 2 minor consideration, but one which, 
from the reviewer’s own experience with luejackets, 
is graver than it looks. Very few commanders have 
ever been able to satisfy their crews in the way 
they handle their vessels, and there is always more 
or less grumbling even in the best disciplined ships. 
Therefore, the consideration by the writer of the ques- 
tion, “What would be the moral effect on the crew?” 
shows that he thoroughly appreciates the human ele- 
ment in the case. He says that “if the captain has 
confidence in his crew, and still more if the crew have 
confidence in the captain, that captain may do any- 
thing, and if he is slain the survivors will still be 
prepared to show that he was right. Possibly there 
are captains with pluck enough to run away.” 

Some of the conclusions the writer <lraws from his 
article, which extends over several numbers of “En- 
gineering,” are: that the gun is the paramount weapon; 
that the ram, though fatal if properly applied, is at- 
tended with so much uncertainty and chance in its 
upplication, and is likely to be so injurious to those us- 
ing it, that it can scarcely be regarded as a practical 
weapon of war. In regard to the torpedo, he says that 
all right-ahead discharges in any ship larger than a 
torpedo boat are a practical absurdity. 


APPOINTMENT OF GENERAL OFFICERS, 

No surprise was occasioned the Army by the ap- 
pointments of Brigadier-General McCook to be Major- 
General and Colonel Forsyth, 7th Cay., to be Brigadier- 
General. In no quarter has the least sign of discon- 
tent appeared in consequence of them. Both Major- 
General McCook and Brigadier-General Forsyth have 
splendid records, and their appointment. to their pres- 
ent rank was only a recognition of this fact. Only 
temporary delay results to Brigadier-General Ruger by 
Major-General MceCook’s selection, for his transfer to 
Chicago is taken as a certain indication that he will 
succeed to the vacancy to be created in April next by 
Major-General McCook's retirement. But few changes 
in Departmental commands followed these appoint- 
ments. On the night the appointments were made, 
the President, it is understood, contemplated chang- 
ing the commands of several of the Brigadier-Generals. 
He reconsidered the matter, however, and decided to 
simply approve Major-General Miles’ request transfer- 
ring him to the command of the Department of the 
Kast; to relieve Brigadier-General Ruger of the Depart- 
ment of California and assign him to succeed Major- 
General Miles in command of the Department of the 
Missouri, and to order Brigadier-General Forsyth to 
the Department of California. Major-General McCook is 
to remain in command of the Department of Colorado 
until his retirement, which occurs April 22, 1895. Of 
General McCook, General Sherman in his “Memoirs” 
says: “The vacancy created by the death of Colonel 
McCoy was filled, at my invitation, by Lieutenant- 
Colonel Alexander McDowell McCook, of the 10th Inf., 
one of the most loyal and enthusiastic of the Army offi- 
cers who had promptly, in 1861, joined the volunteers. 
This officer had been in continuous service since 1852, 
had filled every commission from second lieutenant up 
to a corps commander, which by the military usage of 
the world is recognized by the rank of lieutenant-gen- 
eral; yet, on the ‘reduction’ of 1866, he was thrown 
back to the grade of lieutenant-colonel and continued 
in the same cheerfulness and hearty zeal which had 
characterized his whole life. He remained with me 
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until his promotion to the colonelcy of the 6th Inf., 
Dec. 15, 1880.” Speaking of his staff, one of whom 
was General McCook, General Sherman says: “I beg 
to express my great respect for all these officers, who 
were faithful, intelligent and patriotic—not only an 
ofticial respect, but a personal affection for their qual- 
ities as men, in the full belief that they were model 
soldiers and gentlemen, such as should ever character- 
ize the headquarters of the Army of the United 
States.” These compliments might with equal truth 
be applied to General Forsyth, who served during the 
war on the staff of General Sheridan, who spoke of him 
in the warmest terms of respect and affection. The 
record of these officers since the war is familiar to our 
readers, who have followed it as it has been recorded 
here from. week to week and year to year. 


Lieut. J. A. Dapray, 23d Inf., U. S. A., has in the 
“Illustrated American” for Nov. 17 a sketch of Maj.- 
Gen. Nelson A. Miles, with a picture of Governors 
Island and tour pictures of the General, one taken in 
1861, when he was lieutenant, another as colonel in 
1863, a third as major-general in 1865, and the fourth 
representing him as he now appears. He grows in good 
looks with each transformation. Lieutenant Dapray 
suys: “By a pleasing coincidence, it was while obeying 
the orders of the prominent officer whom he will re- 
lieve of command in New York, General Howard, that 
he first gave promise of that future genius for war 
which would so distinguish him as a soldier; or as the 
pen of the military historian, Walker, expresses it in 
his account of that first momentous occasion in Gen- 
eral Miles’ life: ‘A young lieutenant on the staff that 
day, fresh from civil life, showed there to the admira- 
tion of all beholders the address and gallantry which 
were to secure promotion of unexampled rapidity and 
to make the name of Nelson A. Miles the pride of the 
volunteer soldiers of the Union.” Young Miles, at that 
time scarcely past twenty-two years of age, was first 
lieutenant and aide-de-camp on the stait of General 
Howard, who, upon learning of the death of the lieuten- 
ant-colonel of a Pennsylvania regiment of his com- 
mand, directed his aide in the emergency to collect 
the companies of that regiment and hold the open field 
against any advance. So well did Lieutenant Miles 
obey his orders that a prominent commentator who 
was an eyewitness of the occasion, observing him, 
wrote: ‘Thus again we meet in the narrative of this 
short fight the name of a young officer (Miles) who was 
destined to win renown.’ ”’ Concluding, the writer says: 
“It seems to have been reserved for General Miles to 
close permanently, it is hoped, the Indian campaign, 
which had been open for nearly four hundred years. 
Surely, no Indian depredation has occurred since the 
outbreaks of 1886 and 1890, when he gave the last 
lashes to turbulent savages; and the opinion of compe- 
tent judges is that the dangerous fangs of the Indian 
race in the United States have at last been wholly re- 
moved, After the ripened experiences resulting from 
un almost unbroken chain of successes for over 33 years, 
General Miles is now to take command of the military 
Departinent of the East, whose geographical limits 
embrace twenty-three States and the District of Co- 
lumbia, with an aggregate population of 35,474,636 
dwelling upon an area of 694,455 square miles. It 
would seem that this eminent soldier has merited the 
rest Which peaceful civilization now offers. He comes 
back as Major-General and second only after the Pres- 
ident in military rank, just a little more than thirty- 
xhree years since he started from Boston as a subaltern 
of a volunteer company. In September of next year, 
on the retirement of Major-General Schofield, he will 
doubtless succeed to the command of the Army at 
Washington; and he should, in the regular order of 
things, command the Federal military for eight years, 
till 1903, when would come his turn for retirement.” 

“Harper's Weekly” for Noy. 17 has a full-page por- 
trait of General Miles, 


At a recent diocesan conference at Winchester, Eng- 
land, a resolution introduced was “That the active 
sympathy of Churchmen with all the various efforts 
being made for the highest welfare of her Majesty's 
naval and military forces is much to be desired.” One 
reverend gentleman, speaking on the subject, asked: 
“Why should a man have to attend kit inspection on a 
Sunday? Why should there be any especially strict in- 
spection as regards stables on Sunday?" Another said: 
“In certain cavalry regiments, the commanding officers 
insisted on soldiers parading on Sunday for service 
with drawn swords; the man had to hold his sword 
in one hand, and his scabbard in the other, and could 
carry no prayer-book; and to have 1,000 men at a par- 
ade service without hymn or prayer books was a 
comparatively dull affair. They should do away with 
busbies, helmets, swords and dress tunics, and let the 
men come either in clean fatigue or in ordinary walk- 
ing-out dress, so that they should not have to think 
of putting their busbies under the seat in fear of 
some one else kicking them, and of the man himself 
getting into trouble afterwards because he had a speck 
of dust on his helmet.” Tommy Atkins seems to be 
in a worse way in this regard than the legionaries of 
Uncle Sam.

Various Naval Items. 

The electric motors have been found so efficient for 
moving guns on the English ship Barfleur, that it is 
intended by the English Government to extend their use 
in that line. 

It has been determined by the Navy Ordnance Bureau 
to withdraw from the vessels of ‘the “Navy all guns and 
mounts of obsolete types as soon as all the new ships 
have received their batteries, 

The Board of Bureau of Chiefs has recommended to 
Secretary Herbert the construction of a submarine tor- 
pedo boat of the Holland type. An appropriation of 
$200,000 is available for the purpose. 

The specifications for building the steel twin screw tor- 
pedo boats, including specifications for equipment, will 
be sent to the printer in a day or two. The specifications 
for the machinery have been printed and will be given 
out for publication within a few days. 

Electrical firms have been asked by the Naval Ord- 
nance Bureau to supply it with designs for the operation 
of turrets and guns by means of electricity. These de- 
signs will be subjected to exhaustive tests, and the one 
found to be most satisfactory will probably be placed on 
board some of the new ships of the Navy. The Bureau 
is now conducting experiments at League Island with 
electric apparatus for working guns and turrets, and has 
found it to work very well. The Brooklyn and lowa will 
be among the first vessels to receive the apparatus, should 
it be found desirable to introduce it into the Service. 

A new submarine boat has turned up, this time at 
Melbourne, Australia. It is the invention of Mr. Seymour 
Allan, of Sydney. A trial of the working model took 
place before the Earl of Hopeton, the Governor, the 
naval commandant, and a number of officers, and it is 
said to be a complete success, rising or sinking, turning, 
reversing or remaining stationary in obedience to the 
electric current by which it is worked. The inventor 
claims that a full-sized boat would be capable of remain- 
ing under water for three days, and would carry tor- 
pedoes on the bow and stern decks. When fired the 
projectiles would be magnetically attracted to the bot- 
tom of an enemy’s ship. The English Admiral at the 
station telegraphed that if the boat were as good as the 
model it would revolutionize naval warfare. 


It would seem that the loss of the Russian warship 
Russalka, in the Gulf of Finland, has been made the 
oecusion by scientists of testing their various ideas 
and inventions. In the Journal some time ago mention 
was made of the attempts to find the sunken vessel hy 
a captive balloon, and now Captain McElvoy’s § sub- 
marine detector has been employed, says the London 
“Army and Navy Gazette,” in an unsuccessful search. 
This instrument “consists of a sinker shaped like a flask, 
which is trailed along the bottom, Inside the sinker are 
two coils of wire, forming one-half of the balance, and 
these are connected through the cable, which trails the 
flask with two similar coils, forming the other half of 
the balance. A vibratory current of electricity flows 
through one of these two circuits, and ‘induces’ a corre- 
sponding current in the other pair. This induced current 
is rendered audible by a telephone, but its strength, and 
consequently the noise it makes in the telephone, is 
affected by the neighborhood of a metallic mass. ‘The 
notion is, therefore, that when the sinker passes near 
a mass of metal on the bottom of the sea, the observer 
listening in the telephone becomes aware of the fact by 
nu change in the ‘hum’ of the telephone. It was hoped 
that the ‘detector’ could be used to discover torpedoes 









and submarine mines, but after the disappointments in 
the case of the Russalka some little douht has been 
thrown upon its efficacy for this purpose.”

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ORPNANCE NOTES. 
Brig.-General Flagler, Chief of the Army Ordnance 
ureau, has directed that a competitive test of smoke- 
ss powders for field guns be held at the Sandy Hook 
l’roving Grounds. The powder is to be furnished by the 
Peyton Powder Company, the Leonard Powder Company 
nd the Maxim Works. 


Che Army Ordnance Bureau has asked the Governors 
States and the several department commanders to re- 
‘urn to them the Krag-Jorgensen rifles issued to them 
from the first lot manufactured. They will be replaced 
the pieces now being issued to the service, the sights 
pon which have been modified. It is believed that 
uch of the criticism made by State officials upon the 
ww rifle has been due te the defect in the sights. 


The Secretary of the Navy, in reviewing a recent court- 
artial ease, calls attention to the fact that the court 
failed to comply with the requirements of Paragraph 2, 
\rticle 1827, Navy Regulations, which provides that 
‘should the accused plead ‘guilty,’ the court shall warn 
him that he thereby precludes himself from the benefits 
f a reguinr defense.” This is not the first time this 
‘rror has been made by courts-martial. 

Reporting on the progress of the gunboats under con- 
truction at Newport News, Va., Naval Constructor 
Woodward states that the lines of the vessels have been 


‘laid down, the frame and other molds completed, the 


keel blocks laid and the building slip prepared for 
ginning work. 

The remarks quoted in the report of the Chief of 
Ordnance last week should have applied to the Buffington- 
Crozier 8 and 10-inch disappearing carriages, instead of 
to the pneumatic carriages. The firings with the Buf- 
Seaton Coecier carriages were begun Nov. 14, 1893. Pre- 
liminary to the official test 28 rounds were fired with 
vurying charges in developing the working of the carriage 
und making the necessary adjustments in the obturat- 
ing bars and the counterweight. In the test for rapidity 
10 rounds were fired without mishap of any kind in 12 
minutes and 21 seconds, the pawls catching each time 
and the piece, upon tripping them, returning entirely to 
the firing position. The gun detachment consisted of 
one non-commissioned officer and nine men. The time 
might have been somewhat reduced if the detachment 
had not taken cover at each firing. In all, 47 rounds 
were fired with this carriage. No breakage or any other 
necident of any description occurred in all the trials of 
this carriage. In addition to the modifications affecting 
the throttling orifices, some slight changes were made for 
the purpose of increasing the facility of manoeuvring. 


In his annual report, Captain Sampson, Chief of the 
Naval Bureau of Ordnance, says: The difficulties which 
were foreseen with regard to the drilling into or bolting 
to the faces of Harvey plates are in a fair way of being 
evercome. Ordinarily soft strips have been left on the 
faces of plates in the wake of structures required to be at- 
tached, but recent experiments made by the Bureau have 
demonstrated the feasibility of electric annealing. An 
apparatus for that purpose has been authorized by the 
Department, to be placed in the hands of the William 
Cramp & Sons Ship and Engine Building Company, and 
in the future armor for ships being built by that firm will 
be Harveyed over the entire surface. A series of experi- 
ments had been previously made under the direction 
of the Bureau, both at Bethlehem and Homestead, by 
which it was demonstrated that bolt holes could be 
drilled and tapped either before carbonizing or before 
water hardening, and if they were properly protected 
from oxidation in the furnace, they would remain efficient 
after treatment. This method of procedure was found 
to be impracticable, for the reason that the shipbuilders 
could not indicate with sufficient closeness the position of 
all required bolt and rivet holes before the armor was 
fitted into place. A satisfactory arrangement has been 
made with armor manufacturers whereby the Govern- 
ment will receive a rebate for the nickel belonging to it 
and contained in the armor-plate scrap and discards re- 
maining in the contractors’ hands on the completion of 
the contracts. Objection has been made to the ballistic 
tests for thick Harveyed armor. These are claimed to 
be entirely too severe. The Bureau, while recognizing 
that the required tests are more severe for thick armor 
than for thin, is not convinced that it is necessary or 
desirable to make any change in the tests now pre- 
scribed, and the acceptance of three groups of this armor 
warrants its conclusion that a homogeneous plate of 
proper composition and treatment should be able to pass 
the prescribed test without difficulty. 


The Boston “Herald” of Oct. 31 publishes an illus- 
trated description of the disappearing gun carriage in- 
vented by Col. S. M. Mansfield, Corps of Engineers, U. 
S. A., who is in charge of the defences of Boston Harbor. 
Of it the “Herald” says: “The design is quite novel in 
many respects and seems to possess features of great merit, 
well worthy of the serious consideration of the ordnance 
authorities. It embraces an upper carriage, lower car- 
riage, intermediate chassis and counterpoise. All paris 
are strong, of simple shapes and easily constructed, and 
there is a total absence of such devices as recoil cylin 
ders, with their accompanying annoyances and dangers. 
The gun will recoil and come to rest without fail, and 
be locked at the exact loading position, regardless of 
the change of elevation, and, when loaded, the power of 
one hand on a lever will start it into the firing position, 
where it will arrive ready to discharge, requiring no ad- 
jusiment whatever. In other words, its operation is 
automatic. The muzzle of the gun is put well over the 
parapet, where the blast of discharge will do no injury, 
and by traversing the carriage parallel to the parapet 
the most perfect cover against the enemy’s fire is ob- 
tained. and in this position the gun may be loaded and 
operated just as oll as if perpendicular to the parapet. 
Every requirement, in fact, is fulfilled in the most simple 
and natural manner. The following is a brief descrip- 
tion of the main features of the contrivance: Inside 
the parapet is a well, in which is suspended, by a wire 
rope, a counterpoise, weighting the upper carriage on 
which the gun is mounted. When the gun is in the load- 
ing position it is held down below the rim of the parapet 
by a clutch at the rear of the lower carriage. When 
ready to be placed in the firing position, this clutch is 
released by hand, and the weight of the counterpoise at 
one? runs the upper carriage, carrying the gun, up along 
the chassis (or guide rails). Supposing the gun to be in 
the firing position, its discharge causes the upper carriage 
to recoil on the chassis under sliding friction—it going 
up from the loading position on rollers. The chassis then 
commences to swing downward as soon as the centre of 
gravity of the gun and its carriage has moved back of 
the pivot where the chassis is hinged to the lower car- 
riage. and during this downward swinging motion of the 
chassis rollers are caused to roll respectively against the 
under side of the chassis and the top of the lower car- 
riage, by which the downward eliding motion of the 
upper carriage on the chassis and the tipping motion of 
the latter on its fulerum are constrained and retarded 
so as to check recoil and prevent a_ too rapid and 
dangerous descent of the gun to the loading position. ‘To 
absorb the excess of energy of recoil over what is nec- 
essary to bring the gun to its lowest position, the upper 
carriage is permitted to run to the rear a sufficient dis- 
tance, when it will be brought to a stop, against buffers, 
and immediately return to the loading position, where it 
will be locked automatically by a clutch. The gun 1s 
trained and elevated while in the loading position, below 
the parapet, and secure from the enemy’s fire. But 
these operations by simple machinery may be done with 
ease by a very small crew. Not only is the Mansfield dis- 
appearing carriage very simple and free from delicate 
machinery liable to get out of order, but it is also com- 
paratively cheap, costing less than $25,000 for a 10-inch 
gun, against $35,000 to $50,000 for carriages of other 
types. Colonel Mansfield has an excellent working 
model, made of brass and complete in every detail, and 
it operates with all the success expected of it by its in- 
ventor.

William H. O. Hay and Capt. John Brann, 
both of the revenue cutter Forward. From various reports 
cireulated about the matter, it appears that Lieutenant Hay 
had words with Captain Brann, in Mobile, on Nov. 6. The 
upshot is said to have been that Captain Brann caught hold 
of Lieutenant Hay by the collar and threatened to hand him 


over to the authorities. The unpleasantnesg is said to have 
grown out of Captain Brann’s action in recently preferring 
charges against Lieutenant Hay, upon which that officer 
was court-martialled. Lieutenant Hay was on his way to 
the revenue cutter McLane, at Key West, it is understood, 
when he met Captain Brann aud spoke to him about his ac- 
tion in preferring charges against bim. 


THE TROUBLE WITH THE ERICSSON. 

The Eriesson seems fo be having bad luck, In the last 
trial, which occurred in the early part of the week, the 
eccentric strap which has been giving trouble broke 
again, and the trial is deferred indefinitely. The trial 
board assembled on Oct. 24, and immediate preparations 
were made for a trial on that day, the morning being 
spent in alterations and readjustments which the board 
considered necessary. The Ericsson had barely left the 
wharf when the contractors decided that the sea was 
too rough. During the return, or immediately after, while 
the engines were making about 200 revolutions P< min- 
ute, an eccentric strap broke, caused by a mislaid 44-inch 
bolt. Repairs were made during the remainder of the 
day and the following night. The 25th and 26th were 
stormy, which the contractors took advantage of by 
overhauling and readjusting the starboard air pump, 
check-valves on boilers, grate bars, ete. On the morn- 
ing of the 27th, the weather having cleared, the vessel 
left the wharf at 9:15 a. m. and steamed to the course, 
a distance of 31 miles, the engines making about 200 
revolutions r minute, the sea being smooth, a light 
wind from the westward and a strong ebb tide flowing. 

The instructions to the board for the run back pro- 
vided that the distance between the severab buoys was 
to be made at the same speed as in the first run, or other- 
wise the board might, with the consent of the contractors, 
make all the runs over any subdivision of the course. 
The former was decided upon. 

The record at the 10th buoy was not taken, owing to 
a failure in signaling, and the steam pressure was al- 
lowed to fall to 200 pounds per gauge. The remainder of 
the run back was in accordance with the instructions, 
and fair, reliable data were obtained. 

After completing the run back, and in order to get more 
reliable data for full speed, it was decided to run at 
full speed to and fro between buoys 1 and 2, said to be 
three miles apart. After completing the first part of the 
run, and when turning to come back, a joint on the main 
feed check-valve on the forward boiler blew out, nec- 
essitating the use of the auxiliary feed and loss of steam 
pressure. The board, in their report, state that after 
leaving in the morning until the return in the evening, 
the engines had not been stopped. They ran anes 
and with but little vibration. There were no heated 
bearings. The standards of the main feed pumps show 
signs of a twisting strain on them, but stood the severe 
test of full speed. The boilers seem to be ample, and no 
foaming was noticeable. Readings taken before and 
after the run showed the two forward steam gauges to be 
about 5 pounds light. 

The board concludes that, from the data, the buoys 
were not in sition. The speed requirement of the 
dricsson was 24 knots. Against a strong ebb tide she 
made, with the highest indicated horse-power attained 
during the trial—1879.75—a speed of 20.69 knots. The 
average of the revolutions of the screw with this horse- 
power was 396.5. The total indicated horse-power of 
the port engine was 934.73, and that of the starboard 
engine was 945.52. The best speed made was 22.36 knots, 
running with the tide and under an indicated horse-power 
of 1,557.68.

Fort Thomas, Ky., Nov. 14, 1894. 

On Friday afternoon last, Nov. 9, the sad news that Cap- 
tain Schindel had died suddenly from heirt failure, spread 
quickly over the post. At 1:10 p. m., while walking rapidly 
to catch a street car for Cincinnati, the captain was seen to 
suddenly sink to the ground and remain motionless. Lieut- 
enant Beckurts and other officers happened near, and medical 
aid was immediately summoned; but to no avail, for death 
had apparently been instantaneous. His family were imme- 
diately notified, and his eldest son, Lieut. 8. J. B. Schindel, 
Sd Artillery, stationed at Key West, Florida, reached the 
post last evening, at 6:45 p. m. 

The funeral services were held at the house at 3 o'clock, 
Wednesday afternoon. Thursday morning Lieutenant Schin- 
del was to start for Allentown, Pa., with the remains, where 
they will be interred. 

Captain Schindel entered the 6th Infantry as a 2d Lieut., 
on Oct. 24, 1861, since which time he has constantly served 
with the regiment. His war record is one to be proud of, 
and his sudden death was a most severe shock to the regi- 
ment, and has caused the most profound sorrow.

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THE STATE TROOPS, 
A HINT TO THE NEW GOVERNORS. 

The coming January will witness changes in the exe- 
cutive control of many of the states, and with them the 
possibilities of change in the military staffs of the sev- 
eral We ‘hope that wherever change is made it 
will be for the purpose of improvement, and not for the 
mere sake of change. Good appointments will redound 
to the eredit of the Governors making them, and they 
will result to the advantage of the political party in 
control Long experience shows that no gain results 
from the use of “patronage,” and the application of the 
pritciple of political selection for military offices is a 
grave mistake, We are not insisting that changes should 
not be made, but that they should be made with due 
deliberation and solely because better men can be found 
to fill the military places at the disposal of the incoming 
There should be a rigid application of a tew 
simple tests in selecting a military officer. First, does 
he understand the duties of his position, and is he able 
to discharge them efficiently under any and all circum- 
stances? Will he devote to his public duties the time 
required for their proper discharge? The National Guard 
has had enough of mere parade soldiers in high places; 
it wants them. The gravest responsibilities 
rest upon a man who deals with the military arm, and 
no man Should seek to put himself in a position imposing 
military duties upon him unless he is equal to them. If 
he has the ambition simply to wear a uniform and turn 
out on parade, let him join a volunteer fire company or 
the Knights of Pythias. To put the lives of his fellow- 
citizens in a military emergency at the disposal of incom- 
petency is a wrong to them, a wrong to the state whose 
high prerogatives should be intrusted only to competent 
hands, and a wrong to the appointee himself. 

Auother thing every officer of the Nationa] Guard 
should bear in mind is, that he makes himself parti- 
criminis in all appointments when he lends his 
influence in any way to secure them, either because of a 
good-natured unwillingness to say No, or because he 
Wishes well with man whose pers:stent 
canvassing may result in his appointment to a place he 
ought not have. These remarks are general, but every 
one is welcome to wear the coat who finds it a fit.

At the weekly drill of Co. I, on the evening of Nov. 7, the 
turn-out was 24 files, which, considering the fact that it was 
the night after election, was a very good showing. While a 
number of errors were noted, the fact that they were as 
quickly discovered by the instructor, and as quickly rectified, 
shows that if this company does not attain that degree of per- 
fection that its Captain aims at, it certainly is not the fault 
of the Commandant, who is an efficient and painstaking offi- 
cer, and who has the good fortune to be ably seconded by 
two lieutenants who, in addition to being enthusiastic in the 
discharge of their respective duties, are also competent to 
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perform them. That ol mistake which is made by the sec- 
ond four in nearly ali companies in executing right forward, 
fours right, was noticeable in this case, that of obliquing to 
its place in rear of the leading four, instead of making two- 
thirds a wheel to the right on a fixed pivot, and then chang- 
ing direction to the left on a movable pivot. It was also 
noticed that, in changing direction in column of fours, 
instead of the men on the pivot flank shortening their steps, 
the men on the marching flank hastened their steps, which 
makes a somewhat ragged wheel, and makes the men look as 
if they were in too much of a hurry to complete the wheel. 
Forming column of twos from column of fours was very 
creditably executed, but while on the march the column con- 
tinually lost distance, which necessitated marking time to 
regain their facing distance. Form fours, left oblique, was 
also nicely executed, each rear two obliquing to its place in 
line at the proper time. Right front into line very good, 
distance well kept, but some of the men were slow in raising 
the left arm on arriving on the line, but were promptly re- 
minded of it by the commanding officer. No fault can be 
found about on right into line, which was as near perfect as 
could be executed. The platoon movements, considering the 
limired space, were, with few exceptions, well done. In ex- 
ecuting on left into line from column of platoons, the chief of 
second platoon, after changing direction and approaching his 
place in line, passed around the flank of his platoon farthest 
from the point of rest, instead of the opposite flank, which 
prevented him from seeing when to give the command halt. 
The double step was rather poor; too much noise of feet and 
too much laughing’ in the ranks, no regard being paid to 
eadence, but a decided struggle to run as fast as possible. 

The appearance of this company shows evidence of having 
good material in its ranks, and if the example set by its 
otlicers are appreciated by the men, there is no doubt of its 
success in all that pertains to an ideal company. 


23d N. Y.—Col. Smith. 

The 23d Regiment, in determining upon the holding of a fair 
in its new armory, went into the arrangements with a com- 
pleteness and elaborateness seldom realized, and when the fair 
was formally opened on the evening of Noy. 14, by Governor 
Flower, it was a scene of rare brilliancy and beauty, in, 
which military men from innumerable organizations inter- 
mingled with Brooklyn's best society. The roof of the great 
drill hall was entirely hid with a fine bunting of the most 
delicate sky blue, while the booths were trimmed with a 
white texture, and around three sides of the armory were 
a continuous row of places for different exhibits, fashioned 
after the Court of Honor at the World's Fair. Each booth 
contains a different assortment of articles, and nearly every 
line of goods for household or personal use is there, and any 
newly-married couple who desire a complete outfit, can find it 
there. Even the Brooklyn Fire Department has an engine 
there on exhibition, and shows how the harness is dropped 
instantly on the horse's back by electricity. The U. S. Army 
has a field hospital exhibit, complete with cots, tents, surzi- 
cal appliances, ete., and National Guard, Hotchkiss and Gat- 


ling guns are conspicuous near the main entrance. A com- 
plete printing outfit, including machine for setting type. 


cutter and folder, ete., all run by electricity, is in operation, 
as well as a miniature trolley line, and it is hard to say what 
there is not on exhibition. The curio hall contains many in- 
teresting and valuable relics of war and peace, some of them 
being loaned by Gen, E. A. Molineaux, Capt. E. BE. Hardin, U.S. 
A., Ordnance Sergeant Bryant, and others. The loan exhibition 
of paintings, on which there is a half a million dollars of in- 
surance, is very attractive, as is the exhibition of photog- 
raphy. A beautiful naphtha launch is to be drawn for at $2 
a chance, and for beauty of construction and completeness of 
outfit and comfort, it would be hard to discount. There are in- 
numerable other tempting affairs. Space does not permit us 
to go into all the numerous details connected with the 
grand event, which is to be continued until Nov. 29; but it 
is sufficient to say that it is the grandest military fair within 
the memory of the oldest guardsman hereabouts. Of special 
interest to military marksmen are the following competitions,

The annual inspection and muster of the 7ist Regiment was 
held at its armory on the evening of Nov, 12 and was made 
by Gen. T. H. MeGrath and Col. W. J. Harding. The regi- 
ment, which paraded in heavy marching order, looked remark- 
oly well, and, in fact, it is doubtful if it ever looked better, 
and certainly not m 20 years past; and in percentage of at- 
tendance the regiment has excelled all its previous records, 
and six of the nine companies constituting the command par- 
aded 100 per cent. Out of an aggregate membership of 551, 
there were present 541, leaving anly 10 men absent. in 2 
years this was the largest number present, with the exception 
of the year 1891, when the number present was 551. Never 
in the history of the regiment, however, have there been so 
few absentees, and in previous years the absentee list num- 
bered ail the way from 40 to over 200. The change in the 
regiment the past few years has been very creditabie, and is 
mainly due to a selection of competent ofticers, who have an 
interest in their work. As an example of the difference be- 
tween an inspection of only ten years ago and the inspection 
of 1st, it is worthy of note that in ISSt the regiment pa- 
raded only 318 officers and men, and the absentee list was 137. 
At the formation for inspection on Noy. 12 last, the regiment 
paraded in two battalions, the tirst being in command of Major 
Francis and the second in command of Major-elect Smith. ‘The 
formation ‘was prompt and well executed, that of the 2d Bat- 
talion being the best, there being a little delay on the left of the

Massachusetts. 

Lien..-Col. M. P. Miller, Ist U. S. Art., who was detailed 
for duty at the camps of the Massachusetts Volunteer Militia 
last summer, has made an interesting repert, a copy of which 
has been received by Adjutant-General Dalton. The report 
enters fully into the organization of the Militia, and its gen- 
eral condition, work at the camps, etc. Colonel Miller re- 
ports that the Adjutant-General has had maps prepared, and 
on each are marked certain towns and cities, three or more 
in each regimental district. The following are some points of

concentration for service in state: Pittsfield, Springtield, Fitey. 
burg, Worcester, South Framingham, Ayer Junction, Ney. 
buryport, Concord and Boston. The following places ay 
fixed as points of concentration out of the state: Pittsfie 
for service in New York or westward, Springfield and Fite). 
burg for service northward, Haverhill and Newburyport fo; 
service toward New Hampshire and Maine, Springfield anq 
Worcester for service southward; Boston, Fall River ang 
Salem for expeditions along the coast or by water. All these 
points are railroad centers, Boston, Fall River and Saley 
being also sea-coast harbors. The regiments and battalion, 
can be concentrated in a very few hours (not more than 1g, 
at any one point of a regimental district, and in 12 hour, 
thereafter can be moved to any of the points selected fy; 
concentration. Thus 36 hours could put the troops at any 
point of concentration within the state. Each brigade coy 
mander has the home and business address. of the colonels. 
battalion commanders and other commanders. Each colonel, 
battalion commander or other commander has the home ang 
business address of the captains, the latter have the home 
and business address of the chiefs of squads, and the latter 
of each man and his telephone number, if he has one. Excep, 
in the 2d Regt. of infantry, from the western part of the 
state, the orders for assembling can be communicated by tele. 
phone, and the commands assembled in a very few hours 
Each captain can provide his company with provisions for 
one or two days in six hours. Colonel Miller says: 

After consultation with the principal officers, I believe 9 
per cent. of the command would turn out for service within 
the state, and I should think that 86 per cent. or more would 
appear for 60 days’ service without the state. Volunteers 
would step in to take the places of those unable to go. 

Great care was given by the company commanders to neat- 
ness and fit of uniforms. All arms, equipments, clothing, 
ete., have to be deposited in the armories immediatelly after 
having been used for any purpose of duty, and it is forbidden 
for any person to wear or use them except when on military 
duty. 

In watching any and all of the drills, it was evident at once 
that the officers were well prepared, knew the drill, and were 
good instructors, and generally had the manner of officers ac- 
customed to command. In the regimental drills, the majors 
and captains were prompt in executing the colonel’s com- 
mands, and in giving the necessary preparatory commands 
in readiness for the final command of execution. In cases of 
the few mistakes made, such mistakes were quickly rectified, 
showing a good understanding of the principles of the drill. 

I think all the infantry troops very proficient both in drills 
and ceremonies. 

The artillery drill by the end of camp was excellent. 

The cavalry also showed improvement at all kinds of drill. 

At least one regiment of infantry is required to be drilled 
and instructed as heavy artillery. The 1st Regt. was the one 
so detailed, and encamped at Fort Warren, Aug. 18 to 18, 
It was a very strong regiment of three battalions, having 
present 47 commissioned officers and 678 enlisted men. 

The extended order drill took place at Lovell's Island, di- 
rectly across the main channel, east from Fort Warren. 

The heavy gun drill included the forming of companies into 
detachments, marching them to the eight-inch converted rifle 
cusemate guns, posting detachments at same, and drill at the 
manual of the piece, also mechanical manoeuvres. I think 
this work a very profitable one, both for the state and the 
United States, as this regiment would certainly be able to 
handle heavy guns and fire them in case of need. 


Governor Greenhalge visited each of the camps, and on 
what is called “Governor's day,’’ reviewed the troops. I was 
invited to accompany him at each review. The _ troops 


marched and looked well, and received the plaudits of the 
crowd of spectators in camp. They reflected credit upon 
their officers. The people of the state take great interest in 
the militia, and there are thousands of visitors at the vari- 
ous emcampments during the summer. The leading news- 
papers of Boston, Worcester, Lowell, Salem and Lynn had 
their correspondents on the field. As a representative of the 
U. S. Army, I was exceeding glad to see the interest mani- 
fested, as the militia is necessarily our first aid in case of 
war, and its encouragement means some encouragement to us. 
The personnel of the officers is excellent; all are well educated 
and intelligent men, and many are graduates of colleges. 
That of the enlisted men is very good also, the majority look 
young, but with few exceptions are physically strong. The 
medical department of the state keeps a sharp watch upon 
the officers and enlisted men, and ali physically weak or in- 
efficient are recommended for discharge. 

In the Ist corps of cadets the personnel is remarkably 
good. The discipline is excellent. There is more or less inti- 
macy between the enlisted men and the company officers, but 
any undue familiarity is corrected at once. Extreme courtesy 
is shown throughout. Salutes by juniors to seniors are al- 
ways made and returned. The remarkable part is that there 
is no line drawn between the enlisted men and officors in this 
respect. The junior officers salute seniors, and it becomes 
easier for the enlisted men to do so. After careful consider- 
ation of existing laws, I make the following recommendations 
that I think calculated to advance the interests of the Militia 
of the state: 

The continuance of the privilege now given the Ist Regt. 
of infantry to have its annual encampment at Fort Warren, 
Massachusetts, or at some other convenient military post of 
the United States for drill and target practice and man- 
oeuvres with heavy guns. 

That the general government authorize by law the exchange 
of their obsolete arms for the latest model of the Spring- 
field rifle, for, as a rule, they prefer that to the U. S. maga- 
zine rifle. 

That the U. S. government increase appropriation to at 
least twice as much as now allowed. 

The operations of the militia of this state are made pursv- 
ant to the Militia laws and regulations of the state. They 
provide for the minimum number of drills in armories and iu 
camps, and one day in each year for mobilization and field 
exercises. 

They could hardly be made more precise and comprehen- 
sive or better adapted to produce the most efficient militia 
possible for the amount of money expended and time allowed. 
The laws and regulations are thoroughly carried out, to the 
end that the state has an organized strength of 390 commis- 
sioned officers and 5,134 enlisted men in the three arms; well- 
proportioned as to relative strength; each branch well armed, 
clothed, equipped and instructed and ready at a moment's 
notice to respond to the call of the state or of the United 
States. 








Pennsylvania. 

Bx-Adjt.-Gen. Daniel H. Hastings, of Pennsylvania, who 
has been elected Governor by 235,000 votes, is said to have 
polled the largest majority ever received by a candidate for 
Governor of that State. Governor-elect Hastings, is a genile- 
man of sterling qualities amd great ability, and his eiection 
should not only prove of advantage to the people, but the 
State troops as well. It is said there are likely to be some 
radical changes made in the system of ratings at the annul 
inspections, and in this connection the Philadelphia “Inquirer” 
says: “It seems to be the general opinion that the endeavor 
to attain 100 per cent. in the ‘figure of efficiency’ leads to 
practices which are not conducive to the good of the guard. 
In fact, and this is stated after careful investigation, down- 
right reprehensible schemes are gone into in order to obtain 
that bubble of 100 per cent."’ Another recommendation which 
will be made is that an entire change in the manner of quali- 
fying marksmen and sharpshooters be made. ‘The system 
which obtains in New Jersey is thought to be one worthy of 
copying, as it leaves no room for questioning the scores, which 
is constantly the case in this State. Maj. T. J. Stewart, of 
Philadelphia, is said to have a good chance of being appointed 
Adjutant-General. He is an excellent officer, and the office 
could hardly be in better hands, 


Georgia. 

A bill has been introduced in the House of Representatives 
of this State to appoint a committe from the legislature to 
visit the annual camp, inspect the work done there and make 
a report of their observations to the next session. It is 
hoped in this manner to convince the legislature that the 
camp is no picnic or holiday, as thas been claimed, but that 
the troops who attend are faithful, earnest, anxious to learn 
and worthy of the liberal support of the State government. 

The bill for the annual appropriation has also n intro- 
duced, and the amount raised from $20,000 to $50,000, bur the 
friends of the bill hardly expect so much, and will be glad to 
see the amount increased at ‘all. It can be very readily seen 
that this amount is inadequate, in consequence of which, the 
Adjutant-General has been forced to order one-half of the 
troops in camp one year and the other half the next; as tbe 
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term of enlistment in this State is only one year, it is prebable 
that some men will serve out their enlistment and not see any 
field service at all. ‘The Inspector-General has sent in his re- 
port which shows quite an improvement in the personnel and 
discipline of all the commands; officers and men are becoming 
petter posted, and a friendly competition among the different 
regiments for the first place shows very plainly the interest 
peing taken. Discipline in the 5th Infantry, G. V., Col. John 
s. Candler, is being rigidly enforced regardless of rank or 
pusiness and social standing. One of the staff of this regi- 
ment, Who stands quite high socially, has recently had his 
commission cancelled by the Commander-in-Chief, at the re- 
quest of Colonel Candler, for non-payment of dues and gen- 
eral neglect of his duties.
